On the 
other hand, the Peabody Republicans 
claim that they have forty-six pledged 
to stand together for Peabody, whom 
they eventually^ hope to seat.

Newr York, March 9.—A ver %lecid- 
od improvement in the conditions of 
traffic on the subway and elevated rail- 
roads marked the second dWy of the 
«trike of the employes of tho Inter- 
otjiTmgb *\í\iiyi¡úy. This was especial­ 
ly so on the subway, on which by the 
time the evening rush hours came, ex­ 
press service had been established 
and affairs almost resumed their nor­ 
mal aspect. On the elevated lines 
service was more irregular, but con­ 
tinued to improve, especially on the 
Fixth avenue line. There was prac­ 
tically no disorder and only a few 
minor incidents occurred during the 
day. Officials of the Interborough 
company expressed confidence that 
they had the situation well in hand 
and that a few days would see a full 
resumption of service on all lines. The 
officials announced that they had re­ 
ceived as v . ance of the intention of 
50 per ( * n t of tho strikers to resume 
work as individuals and that forty of 
the old motornien had already been 
taken Imck. 
This was positively denied by Presi­ 
dent Pepper of the Amalgamated Asso­ 
ciation of Ftreet and Electric Railway 
employes, who declared that he could ! 
account for every one of the men who 
had gone on strike and that there had 
been no sign ot disaffection in the 
ranks. 


Company Hires More Men. 
At the down town recruiting office 
of the Interborough company about 
250 additional men were accepted for 
service pn the elevated roads and were 
sent to the yards at One Hundred and 
Forty-sevc nth street. 
Rumors are afloat that the strikers 
expect to execute a grand coup by in­ 
ducing the employes in all the power­ 
houses to join them in a sympathetic 
strike. This would result in an im­ 
mediate interruption of traffic on all 
lines. 
Officials of tho company were dis­ 
posed to ridicule the possibility of the 
powerhouse men triking, but said 
that even shoe’ 1 they do so, the trou­ 
ble would l)e of short duration, as the 
plaees#of all could be filled within four 
hours. 
The company seemed to have com­ 
plete control of the situation and ac- 
commodated all who wished to ride. 
Tickets were sold everywhere and the 
passengers hoarded the trains ap­ 
parently with no idea of there being a 
strike or delays consequent thereof. 
The accident of Tuesday had a no­ 
ticeable effect in the subway traffic. 
_The first and last cars of all trains 
were of the new steel pattern, con­ 
structed with a view to minimizing 
casualties in collision. In Tuesday's 
accident it was a steel car that re­ 
ceived the slightest injury. 
Twc Accidents Occur. 
A green 
motorman’s nervousness 
was responsible for an accident that 
interrupted traffic on the Third ave­ 
nue road for a short time in the after­ 
noon. As a result of the accident one 
car was derailed and thrown on its 
side across the track and a panic en­ 
sued among the passengers, all of 
whom, however, escaped unhurt and 
walked along the tracks to thu near­ 
est station. 
In a rear end collision at the ter­ 
minal ot the West Farms elevated 
branch of the subway at night, fifty 
policemen, sitting eating in two cars 
used as a waiting room, narrowly es­ 
caped being precipitated to the road­ 
way fifty feet below. All of the glass 
in the ears was smashed to pieces and 
six policement were injured. 
Only twelve passengers were on the 
train which ran into the waiting cars 
and all escaped injury. The motor 
man said he was unable to stop the 
train owing either to the failure of tho 
brakes to work or to the slippery 
tracks.

Cleveland, March 9.—The case of the 
government -urainst Mrs. Chadwick 
was complete! during the afternoon. 
One witness tor the defense, an ex­ 
pert accountant, was sworn, but an 
adjournment for the day was taken 
before he had given any testimony. 
The entire afternoon session was 
taken up by the introduction as evd- 
dence of checks, books, notes and two 
letters written by Mrs. Chadwick to 
Beckwith and Spear. 
The most Important point made 1>> 
the government in its entire cai:e was 
gained in the morning when District 
Attorney Sullivan. aBer a conference 
with attorneys for the defense, secur­ 
ed the introduction as cvkU ace of two 
drafts aggregating $80,000 issued by 
the Oberlin bank in favor of Mrs. 
Chadwick, on Aug. 24, 1903. On the 
same day Mrs. Chadwick obtained 
from the bnnk a certified check for 
$12,500 and Receiver Evon testified 
that there was nothing on the hooks 
of the bank showing that at the time 
of receiving the drafts and check Mrs 
Chadwick had a cent of money in the 
bank or was in any way entitled to 
credit. The drafts were entered on 
the books of the bank, one month and 
five days after being issued. During 
this tima the books of the Oberlin 
bank showed that the money was held 
to Its credit at the Importers and Trad­ 
ers National bank In New York, while 
it was in reality in the possession <»F 
Mrs. Chadwick. 
The defense vainly objected to the 
introduction of the drafts. 
Attorney Sullivan says he thinks he 
has made out a strong case against 
Mrs. Chadwick, while the woman’s at­ 
torney is confident of her acquittal. 
Cashier Irl Reynolds was called to 
the stand for a few minutes to Identify 
the writing of Mrs. Chadwick on the 
various checks and on the two letters 
written to Spear and Beckwith. It was 
practically settled that Andrew Car­ 
negie will not appear in the case at all

REHEARING IS ORDERED 


In the Minnesota Power & Canal Com­ 


pany’s Case, Taken up Sometime ago 


Before Judge McClenahan 


T he war department at W ashington 
has ordered a rehearing at D uluth on 
the 13th of this month before the board 
of army engineers on the application of 
the M innesota Power & Canal company 
to have the waters of Embarrass river 
and Embarrass lake in Northern M inne­ 
sota which flows north into the Rainy 
river, diverted into St. Louis river. 
It has been pending before the war 
departm ent for 
some tim e, and 
in 
October last, the war departm ent d e­ 
cided not to allow this stream diverted 
as was proposed. 


In that decision they held that the 
international question of diverting the 
waters which naturally flew into inter­ 
national waters prevented the approval 
of the application. 
Strong pressure was brought to bear 
upon the secretary of war with the re­ 
sult that a rehearing has been ordered.

Young Russian Student in City 


Tells Some Things of Interest 


Anent Russians 


POPULATION GROWING 


FREETHINKERS ARE NOT WANTED 


And a Man Who Dares Give Pub­ 


lic Utterance for Liberty 


is Exiled. 


There is a young Russian student in 
tho city who has been in this country 
but a short time and who can speak but 
little of the English language, whose 
name at this time is withheld at his ow n 
request, but who is admittedly opposed 
to the present form of government, and 
subjugation of his people. 
The young 
man gives some interesting facts re­ 
garding the inner life of the 
Russian 
populace in view* of the recent uprisings 
in Bt. Petersburg and elsewhere. 
He 
claims that he has severed all allegiare e 
with that country and will become a 
full Hedged American citizen. 
He says the millions of people there 
aro completely under the control of the 
czar, and the things that transpire in 
these 
humble 
boroughs 
are 
little 
dreamed of by people living in a free 
country such as the United States. Tho 
one great drawback in that country, he 
says, is the lack of educational advan­ 
tages. 
Throughout the entire land lit­ 
tle attention is paid to educational mat 
tors. 
In a city the size of Brainerd, for 
instance, there would be but one school 
with two or three rooms in it. 
It is all 
m ilitary there and the young men are 
forced into tho barracks when they aro 
of tender yoars and trained for the army. 
In the case of where there is but one 
school in a town, as cited above, there 
could be found eight or ten large bar­ 
racks and thousands of young men are 
drafted annually and required to train 
for war. 
The colleges throughout tho 
land are looked upon by the government 
as institutions of unrest, as from them 
spring the modern thought of liberty 
and justice, and lienee these men bear 
the brunt of the strife now being waged 
in that country for the poorer classes as 
in the case of Father (Coupon. 
Men are thrown into the tombs for 
months for the slightest offense and 
there is but a slight difference between 
a breach of this kind and one which will 
commend the offender to the govern­ 
ment as a lit subject to be exiled. 
The m ilitary laws are very strict there 
and for this reason there is always great 
dissatisfaction among the men in the 
army. 
The men are dealt out their ra­ 
tions each day and they are almost 
starved. 
The average amount of bread 
that a Russian soldier gets is one pound 
and of meat about a quarter of a pound. 
The officers, on the other hand, get a 
pound and a half of meat and two 
pounds of bread. 
The young man is going to stay here 
for some time and he expects to have 
some very interesting details for publi­ 
cation regarding the peasant life of Rus­ 
sia, the social conditions, the m ilitary 
life and the government.

Regarding Brainerd’s Library 


A copy of the third biennial report of 
the Minnesota Public Lib rary commis­ 
sion for 1903-4 is in tho hands of Presi­ 
dent Cohen, of the Brainerd Public 
Lib ray board. 
The book contains some interesting 
information regarding library matters 
in the state, especially that portion of it 
which is taken from thestate librarian's 
report. 
The commission has just com­ 
pleted the fifth year of its work, and 
this period has been one of unusual 
growth and activity in library interests 
in Minnesota. 
The traveling library 
has been increased until it now num­ 
bers nearly 12,000 volumes, the number 
of public libraries are increased from 34 
to 70 and the number of library build­ 
ings from 5 to 34. 
During the years 
from 1900 Andrew Carnegie made gifts 
to 27 cities and the aggregate cost of all 
the libraries in these cities was $42*6,500. 
Regarding Brainerd the report says: 
“ A free library has been maintained in 
Brainerd since 1899, through the efforts 
of a few citizens, who formed an associa 
tion, and raised money for the support 
of the library by entertainments and 
voluntary contributions. 
The tax levy 
was carried by election in the fall of 
1902 and in Janu ary 1903 a gift of $12.- 
•00 was received from Mr. Carnegie for 
a building. 
The building was complet­ 
ed late in 1904, anil was opened in .Jan 
uary 1905, when about 1,000 new books 
were added, and the library was classis 
ed and cataloged under the direction of 
the Lib rary Commission.”

Men are thrown into the tombs for 
months for tho slightest offense and 
there is but a slight difference between 
a breach of this kind and one which will 
commend the offender to the govern­ 
ment as a tit subject to be exiled. 
The military laws are very strict there 
and for this reason there is always great 
dissatisfaction among the men in the 
army. The men are dealt out their ra­ 
tions each day and they are almost 
starved. The average amount of bread 
that a Russian soldier gets is one pound 
and of meat about a quarter of a pound. 
The otlicers, on the other hand, get a 
pound and a half of meat and two 
pounds of bread. 
The young man is going to stay here 
for some time and he expects to have 
some very interesting details for publi­ 
cation regarding tfie peasant life of Rus­ 
sia, the social conditions, the military 
life and tho government.

Regarding Brainerd’s Library 
A copy of the third biennial report of 
the Minnesota Public Library commis­ 
sion for 1903-4 is in tho hands of Presi­ 
dent Cohen, of the Brainerd Public 
Libray board. 
The book contains some interesting 
information regarding library m atters 
in the state, especially th at portion of it 
which is taken from the state librarian's 
report. 
The commission has just com­ 
pleted the fifth year of its work, and 
this period has been one of unusual 
growth and activity in library interests 
in Minnesota. The traveling library 
has been increased until it now num ­ 
bers nearly 12.000 volumes, the number 
of public libraries are increased from 34 
to 70 and the number of library build­ 
ings from 5 to 34. 
During the years 
from 1900 Andrew Carnegie made gifts 
to 27 cities and the aggregate cost of all 
the libraries in these cities was $420,500. 
Rogarding Brainerd the report says: 
“A free library has been maintained in 
Brainerd since 1899, through the efforts 
of a few citizens, who formed an associa 
tion, and raised money for the support 
of tho library by entertainm ents and 
voluntary contributions. 
The tax levy 
was carried by election in the fall of 
1902 and in January 1903 a gift of 812.- 
•00 was received from Mr. Carnegie for 
a building. The building was complet­ 
ed late in 1904, and was opened in -Jan­ 
uary 1905, when about 1,000 new books 
were added, and the library was classifi 
ed and cataloged under the direction of 
the Library Commission.”

Is thought the Republicans will vote 
for the treaty 
as amended. 
All the 
amendments adopted by the commit­ 
tee are with the general aim to make 
the siibjef t as covered stand alone and 
removing all chances of Its being used 
as a precedent for like procedure In 
other countries under guise of beln r, 
requited by the Monroe doctrine. 
For 
instance one of th«- first amendments 
strikes out that portion of the section 
of the prentable which construes as a

o th e r important am endm ents arc as 
follows: 
That part o f the preamble which de­

civil administration and advance the 
material progress and welfare* of the* 
Dominican people, was amended so as 
to permit the government of the* Unit­ 
ed F tates to grant this additional as­ 
sistance

A m \s article was added which pro­ 
vides thc*t whatever is done under this 
treaty shall be binding on succeeding 
eoY<*mirtents in the Dominican repub­ 
lic so as r<> eliminate the chance* of a 
sw ’eoedinj government attempting to 
repudiate its agreement with the Unit­ 
ed States 
The probabtlty of the

Domingo treaty was

fected by the sen ate com m ittee on for- 
tWTi relations so far as phraseology 
Is concerned and w ithout regard to the 
pHaclpAef tovvJved in the procedure 
proposed by the D om inican convention. 
The com m ittee progressed so far that 
it was agreed to ta k e 
a vote on the 
treaty during 
th e day to 
determ ine 
w hether the report will he in favor ot 
ratification or rejection. 
W hat that 
report will he cannot he determ ined 
positively, though it is thought it will 
he favorable. 
T he 
D em ocrats have 
expressed 
them selves 
against 
the 
treaty fundam entally, 
although they 
took an active p a rt in th e preparation 
and presentation of am endm ents. 
It 
is thought the R epublicans will vote 
for the treaty 
as am ended. 
All the 
am end m ents adopted by the com m it­ 
tee are with the general airn to m ake 
the subject as covered stand alone aud 
rem oving all chances of its being used 
as a precedent for liko procedure in 
other countries under guise of being 
required by the Monroe doctrine. 
For 
Instance one of the first am endm ents 
strikes out that portion of the section 
of the prem able which construes as a 
definition and application of the Mon­ 
ro*' doctrine 
to the Santo 
Domingo 
case. 
O ther im portant am end m en ts arc as 
follows: 
T h at part of the pream ble which de­ 
clares that the Dom inican governm ent

A section placing th e employes who 
will be charged with carrying out the 
provisions of the tre a ty under the Do­ 
minican governm ent was am ended so 
as to declare that such em ployes shall 
not he suoject to th e civil and crim inal 
jurisdiction of that republic. 
T he article which declared that the 
government, of the U nited States at the 
invitation of the 
Dominican govern­ 
m ent shall grant the la tte r such other 
assistan ce as th e form er may deem 
proper to restore the credit, preserve 
tho order, increase the; efficiency of the 
ci'-il adm inistration and advance the 
m ateria! progress aud w elfare of the 
Dominican people, w as am ended so as 
to permit the governm ent of the Unit­ 
ed States to grant this additional :is- 
sistance 
if it desires, 
but it is 
not 
bound by treaty obligation so to clo. 
A new article w as added which pro­ 
vides that w hatever is done tinder this 
tre a ty shall be binding on succeeding 
governm ents in tho Dominican repub­ 
lic- so as to elim inate the chance of a 
succeed in,»■ governm ent attem pting to 
repudiate its agreem ent with the U nit­ 
ed States 
The probabiltv of tho 
treaty being 
brought up in the future 
as a prece­ 
dent was discussed freely in th** com­ 
m ittee and it w as predicted that the 
procedure was a 
forerunner of what 
might be expected to take place in re­ 
gard* to Venezuela. 
It was pointed 
out also 
th at this 
overnm ent may have to take over the 
Santo Domingo country

Washington, March 9.—The Santo 
Domingo treaty was 
practically per­ 
fected by the senate committee on for- 
v.vTi relations «o far as phraseology 
is concerned and wirfhiuit regard to the 
prlinripAen k ’wJvcd In the procedure 
proposed by the Dominican convention. 
The committee progressed so far that 
it was agreed to take 
a vote on the 
treaty during 
the day to 
determine 
whether the report will be in favor ot 
ratification or rejection. 
W hat that 
report will lie cannot be determined 
positively, though it is thought it will 
he favorable. 
The 
Democrats have 
expressed 
themselves 
against 
the 
treaty fundamentally, 
although they 
took an active part in the preparation 
and presentation of amendments. 
It 
is thought the Republicans will vote 
for the treaty 
as amended. 
All the 
amendments adopted by the commit­ 
tee are with the general aim to make 
the subject as covered stand alone and 
removing all chances of its being used 
as a precedent for like procedure in 
other countries under guise of being 
required by the Monroe doctrine. 
For 
instance one of the first amendments 
strikes out that portion of the section 
of the prenmble wffiich construes as a 
definition and application of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine 
to the Santo 
Domingo 
case. 
Other important amendments are as 
follows: 
That part of the preamble which de­ 
clares that the Dominican government 
is in imminent peri 1 and urgent men­ 
ace of intervention on the part of na­ 
tions whose citizens 
have claims, is 
stricken out and the preamble is left 
to read that the proceeding is on the 
ground of having debts which burden 
the republic. 


First Article Amended. 


In the first article, which describes 
the character of the claims this gov­ 
ernment. proposes to adjust, an amend­ 
ment was 
adopted to Include obliga­ 
tions liquidated and agreed upon. This 
amendment Is for the purpose of giv­ 
ing the treaty application to the ad­ 
justment of the claims of the San Do­ 
mingo 
Improvement 
company, 
the 
payments of which already have been 
entered on under the agreement under 
which 
the United States 
has taken 
charge of a num ber of customs houses 
under the protocol of June 30, 1903. 
A section placing the employes who 
will he charged with carrying out. the 
provisions of the treatv under the Do­ 
minican government was amended so 
as to declare that such employes shall 
not he suoject to the civil and criminal 
jurisdiction of that republic. 
The article which declared that the 
government of the United States at the 
invitation cif the 
Dominican govern­ 
ment shall grant the latter such other 
assistance as the former may deem 
proper to restore the credit, preserve 
the order, increase the efficiency of the 
civil administration and advance the 
material progress and welfare of the 
Dominican, people, was amended so as 
to permit the government of the Unit­ 
ed States to grant this additional as­ 
sistance 
if it desires, 
but it is 
not 
bound by treaty obligation so to do. 
A new article was added which pro­ 
vides that whatever is done under this 
treaty shall be binding on succeeding 
governments in the Dominican r e p u b ­ 
lic so as to eliminate the chance of a 
suceeedinj government attempting to 
repudiate its agreement with the Unit­ 
ed States, 
The probabiltv of the 
treaty being 
brought up in the future 
as a prece­ 
dent was discussed freely in the com­ 
mittee and it was predicted that the 
procedure was a 
forerunner of what 
might be expected to take place in re­ 
gard to Venezuela. 
it was pointed 
out also 
that this 
overnment may have to take over the 
Santo Domingo country 
as territory 
of the United States.
